WE are now enabled to lay before our readers the official accounts 
of the trade of the United Kingdom, embracing the imports, ex- 
ports, and consumption of the present year, made up to the 5th ult., 
compared with the corresponding periods of 1845 and 1844, which at 
this time, when so much feverish excitement prevails in trade, can- 
not but be especially interesting, the more so as they will be found, 
on examination, to contain many most important resuits pertinent 
to subjects of present interest. We are now also able to present 
our readers with a most interesting account, published for the first 
time, being a statement of the quantities of the several articles 
charged with excise duties, with the quantities exported on draw- 
backs, and the quantities retained for consumption, in the first half 
of the present year, compared with the ‘corresponding periods of 
1845 and 1844, This table will in future be continued from month 
to month in our supplements, 

Live AnimALts.—The importation of live cattle has been upon a 
scale quite unprecedented during the last two months. The following

Grain, Frour, &c.—The accounts connected with the importation 
and consumption of grain have a special value and interest at this 
time, and they present most important results. By the annexed ab- 
stract of the accounts contained in the following tables, it appears 
that more than double the quantity of grain, and about nine times the 
quantity of flour and meal, have been imported in the present year 
compared with 1845; while four times the quantity of grain and ten 
times the quantity of flour and meal have been cleared for consump-
